Let me return to the definition of 
good music quoted at the beginning 
of this article. According tq this 
definition we are to recognise as 
being good any music which 
arouses In us emotions stronger 
than-ourselves. Apply it to'an or- 
dinary incident. A man is, dis- 
turbed in his sleep by some well- 
meaning but vocally unfit. cdrol- 
sidgers,. ; it : 

They bid him to do that which 
he is most loath to-do, “to salute 


the happy 'morn.”) He comforts 


himself. with the thought that the 
illsbred performance, will soon be 
at an end.
